Present : Clirs Todd (Chair), Brewer, Clinch, Cosgrove, Drake, Fisher, Hill, Lee, 
Oddy, Stephens and Swash. County Councillor N. Matthews in attendance. Apologies 
received from Cllrs Colley, Flux and District Cllr O'Sullivan. 
RECREATION a) The swings were now safe. b) Clifton recreation ground has been 
seeded and the bill received. c) Deddington Colts - the committee recommended a 
£50 grant to enable an all-weather court to be kept: funds to be drawn as required. 
d) Draft Leisure Strategy Document received from Cherwell District for PC's 
comments. Some suggestions: improvements to Castle Grounds and Windmill; field 
south of the cemetery could be purchased for a hockey pitch; Christmas illumin- 
ations; nature trail; car parking improvements. The Clerk would write asking for 
more copies of the document and more time to deliberate. 
ENVIRONMENT : Re replacing the seat stolen from the Hempton Road, there was 
discussion on the type and possible slight change of site. Up to £200 to be spent 
on this out of next year's budget. Concern was expressed over the ugly box at 
St.Thomas Street/Main Road. It was agreed to paint or stain this. 
HIGHWAYS a) Re possible parking sites, a list was being made of all properties 
owned by the PC. b) Re New Street/High Street footpaths, Oxford CC and Cherwell's 
Conservation representative are reviewing these areas. c) Energis has re~seeded 
some verges with grass but will return to Goose Green. d) Re traffic management 
for Earls Lane, a chicane is to be built, lit and with right of way in favour of 
traffic going from Banbury to Clifton. After discussion about a second chicane it 
"was agreed to go ahead with one at a cost of about £ 8,000. Quotations will be 
obtained. e) Letter from DPA Lighting, of the Chapel, Clifton; PC welcomes their 
co~operation over inconsiderate parking in the area. Oxford CC also monitoring this 
parking. f) County Cllr Matthews gave an assurance that the blue brick edging in 
New Street at present obscured by gravel will be cleared. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY : a) Membership of the Holly Tree Club is down as some of the 
elderly now attend the Day Centre on Thursdays. Lettings still bring money in. b) 
Kings Cottage, High Street, small extension. Drawings inadequate, more information 
needed. c) 2b Hempton Road - widening of access to road no problem. d) Clydesdale 
to become a house again ~ no objection. e) Deddington Arms - request to hang 
illuminated sign outside. Clir Oddy withdrew while this was discussed, There was 
general objection to illumination but agreement that an unlit sign by an entrance 
would be acceptable. £) The Cottage, Philcote Street ~ no problem. g) Wirral 
House, Bull Ring ~ plans being revised. h) Letter received from the Planning 
Policy Manager of the District Council re Deddington Conservation area. Cllr Hill 
said a meeting could be arranged. 
WINDMILL CENTRE : The Clerk summarised a written report by Cllr Flux. 
Mr. Ryland has volunteered to help on the Windmill committee. Latest repairs now 
completed. JP Charles from Middleton Cheney are repairing the old roof. Estimate 
has been received from Mr. Les Lane for making the showers operational, with 
thermostats. Cost estimated at £480. 
PARISH FUNDS : £450,000.00 Bradford & Bingley BS Bonus 120 Account. £ 100,000 
Treasury Deposit at 54% fixed to 25 November 96, £23,839.98 at 14 days notice at

REMEMBRANCE DAY 


‘WARRANT. OFFICER T.H. BAGNALL B.N.Z.A.F., killed 17/18 December 1942. 

My pub is the Forge. I drink there for a couple of hours once a week. One evening 
the Kiwi landlord, Gordon McCleod, said that his uncle, a Lancaster navigator, had 
been killed in the war. As I walked home I decided to find out about him. 

Many letters and a visit to the archives section of the Meteorological Office at 
Bracknell followed. I was interested in the weather at Newmarket racecourse and 
over central Germany on the night of the 17/18 December 1942, for it was that night 
that Stirling BF 396 of 75 Squadron, operating from the racecourse, did not return. 
I had discovered that Trevor Bagnall was a Stirling pilot, not a Lancaster navi-~ 
gator, and BF 396 was his aircraft. Bomber Command lost heavily that night, 18 out 
of 104 Lancasters, Stirlings and Wellingtons did not return. 22 bombers were tar- 
geted on the Opel works at Fallersleben, near Wolfsburg. Eight of these were lost, 
including 4 of the 5 Stirlings which 75 Squadron sent up. In cloudy weather only 3 
aircraft actually bombed; a sad night for 75 Squadron: four Stirlings lost and 22 
aircrew killed. The crew of one Stirling survived; it ditched in a lake in Holland. 
The bomb aimer was Eric Williams who wrote 'The Wooden Horse’, a best seller and 
successful film, telling of his escape from Stalag Luft 3 P.0O.W. camp. 55,000 
Bomber Command aircrew were killed in the strategic air offensive of 1939/45. 

No accurate statistics of German casualties exist but they were heavy: about 43,000 
died in the firestorm raid on Hamburg in 1943 alone. Age does weary them all and 
the years condemn too, whatever the words may say. 

There are too many to remember but on the 11 November I'll settle for Trevor 
Bagnall, 26 years young, who came all the way from New Zealand and who, together 
with his crew and his Stirling, were never found. BILL DRAKE

1OWERTH EIDDON STEPHEN EDWARDS aged 87 years. Eiddon was born in London and educated at Gonville and 
Caius College, Cambridge, specialising in oriental languages. In 1934 he joined the British Museum's Dept of 
Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities and devoted himself to the study of ancient Egypt. In 1938 he married Elizabeth 
and they had a son and a daughter. In 1947 Eiddon's book "The Pyramids of Egypt" was first published. He revised it 
a number of times, finally reaching its Sth Edition in 1993. He was principle instigator and organiser of the famous 
Tutankhamun Exhibition at the British Museum in 1972. He became a CBE in 1968 and a Companion of the Order of 
St Michael and St George in 1974. As a scholar he enjoyed an international reputation. In 1980, six years after his 
retirement, he and Elizabeth came to live in Deddington. He attended the Parish Church, enjoyed gardening, watching 
cricket and completed his memoirs just before he died. Ken Reeves

",..I wanted to keep to villages as much as possible. Aiming at a target of 50 
churches, I was able to see from the list of participating churches where the larg- 
est number could be found, so I was able to plan a route offering the best 
"scores'. Since Kidlington offered five churches, my Wife drove me there as a 
starting point, and I got my first signature on my check-sheet there at 10.15. From 
there I went via several small and very pretty villages to Woodstock, Charlbury, 
Churchill, Chipping Norton and Hook Norton. From there East through several 
villages to Bloxham where, to make up numbers by two churches, I had to lengthen 
the route through Bodicote from where I returned to Deddington via Adderbury, and 
just made it to SS. Peter and Paul by 6 o'clock. ' 

It was a glorious day, and it was good to see so many people taking part, young and 
old, families and lone riders. The organisation was terrific, with nearly every 
church being manned by a team who signed the riders in, and many offered drinks and 
snack as well. I did hear of a lady who rides the course every year on a horse. 

I would guess my total mileage at 65, I saw lots of Oxfordshire countryside which 
was new to me and visited 50 churches - a church every 9.3 minutes! We hope to have 
raised £140 to be shared by the Trust and SS. Peter and Paul, Deddington. Now I 
wonder about next year ?” 


FROM DAVE KEATS, POLICK HOUSE, DEDDINGTION

I continue tree planting here at Findhorn and a small band of equally devoted 
people help.... We shall be thinking of you during the November planting days."

As you harvest the last of the summer crops, remove the weeds and any neg 
couch grass from the plot and give it a light forking over. There is no \S@R 
need to dig deeply. Apply some compost or manure and leave the ground alone until - 
Spring. Clean up the brassicas which will be standing during the winter. Keep the 
leeks clean so that they are not choked by weeds. This will make it easier when 
digging them up for the day's supply of vegetables, 
After digging over the vegetable garden in October/November try to keep off the 
soil when it is wet and soggy so that it does not compact. Turning the ground into 
a decent tilth in the Spring will then be easier, During November, stay inside and 
read over the seed catalogues and start planning your seed purchases for 1997, 

OLIVER HAWES 

By now the geraniums and dahlias are indoors. While we are on the subject of 
these, may I recommend a very pretty sage. It's Salvia Patens, with a brilliant 
gentian blue flower and it produces blooms from June to October. It has tubers 
like dahlias and needs to overwinter in a frost-free place. I stick mine in a 
flower pot with soil and revive it in March. Now that the herbaceous stuff is 
dying down we can take stock and throw out. If I didn't like a plant this year I 
am not likely to become fond of it next season, so out it goes. This year I am 
going to attack the perennial geraniums, the cranesbill. I do love them but there 
is no virtue in having twenty different varieties if most of them flower only early 
in the summer and then just sit there, a great clump of green. I shall keep the big 
purple ones and really conscientious dead-heading will make them go on blooming for 
a long time. I am still overcome with the success of my acanthus lily. After five 
years it has produced lots of amazing spikes of flowers and added shape and 
interest to the border. A wonderful plant. MARTANNE ELSLEY

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THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of Rev. Cotton Risley for January 1847: 
ist JANUARY - the singers, Sunday School teachers, Clerk, Sexton, Organ Grinder and 
Blower had their annual supper at the Crown & Tuns Inn ~ at my expense- with Clarke 
the Schoolmaster. 
4th JANUARY - I was informed of the death of poor Mr. Cartwright of Anyho Park. An 
irreparable loss he will be to his family, and this neighbourhood where he has 
resided for more than half a century fulfilling the duties of a husband, a 
magistrate, a neighbour and a country gentleman faithfully, efficiently to the 
satisfaction and great well being of the community - the example of such a man in 
any neighbourhood is beyond all value. To me and mine he had ever been a kind 
friend and neighbour for nearly 20 years. 
13th JANUARY ~ I ordered the bell to toll from 4 past 11 o'clock till % past 12 
o'clock out of respect to the memory of the late Mr. Cartwright whose remains were 
committed to the tomb in the family vault at Aynho amidst the regrets and grief of 
his large family, neighbours and tenantry. 
19th JANUARY - I was busied the whole day in making preparations for administering 
soup gratuitously to the poor, with large families especially, so many times a week 
~- and other distressed persons. 
2lst JANUARY ~ I attended a meeting at the Vicarage for the purpose of devising 
some plan for the relief of the poor generally during the present high price of 
provisions. Mr. Philpotts and I went round the town and collected upwards of £20 
to be devoted partly to a soup fund - partly to a fund for furnishing seed potatoes 
to the poor in certain quantities at a reduced rate. I called at Mr. Field's 

' office to speak to him about a piece of Feoffee land in the Sewer or Tewer ~ a 
narrow strip which I thought might have been used to build a coal shed on for the 
use of the Parish.

Tom Knowland of Cherwell DC organis- 
ed a meeting in Bodicote to get our views on a local version of Agenda 2/ (the international summit, 
Rio 1992 and all that), to get the community to write a local action plan for sustainable development 
in our area over the next 25 years, towards the way we want to live together. For the first time the 
district council is actually consulting us. We all received leaflets about it earlier this year and were 
invited to take part. Disappointingly less than 100 people turned up to the two meetings, the other 
being in Kidlington; I didn't recognise anyone else from Deddington, but maybe you were there? And 
looking round the room I doubted if many of those present would live to see the changes we were 
discussing. Never mind, I guess the future does not concern the young - leave it to a few old fogies 
to sort out, the issues are quite trivial really - stuff like education, transport, shopping, waste recycl- 
ing, energy in the home - "not my problem". All very boring, a bit like pensions and insurance and 
the next election. Life will go on being just as good as it is now .... won't it? Colin Robinson

The drought may be over in Yorkshire but despite recent rain it - oAw reps! a 
.is still very dry here. By the middle of October the oil seed Re 1 Abe +f 
~.rape had only just started to show through and it is doubtful Pensw so 
that it will be strong enough to stand the winter. We finished drilling the winter 
cereal crops on the 17 October, about the same date as last year but with the very 
dry conditions it took a lot more passes to get the seed beds worked down. The 
beans will. be ploughed in during the first week of November. 

The sheep are looking very well and will soon have to be drenched for internal 
parasites and fluke and have their feet trimmed. They will also be ‘condition 
scored' and any that are a bit thin will be put into a paddock on their own and 
hand fed. The bees have now been ‘put to bed' for the winter. During the early 
summer we had an outbreak of Varroa mite which, despite treatment, killed about 75% 
of my colonies, but I am glad to say that we are now back to full strength. We did 
this by splitting up the colonies that survived and by breeding new queens from the 
' colonies that had some resistance to the mite. The honey harvest was almost non- 
existent but last year was a very good honey year and I have enough to see me 

* through to the middle of next year, when the new colonies should be producing. 

Once again the hedgerows are covered with berries ready for the birds to start 
feeding up for the winter. A few redwings and fieldfares have been seen but more 
will come as it gets colder., One migrant bird I have not seen for 2 or 3 years is 
the wheatear, but this year 4 have been seen feeding on insects and grubs turned up 
by the plough. Some say that they foretell a hard winter, but who knows? We shall 
just have to wait and see, GEORGE FENEMORE 338203
